LESS AND LESS REAL INTEREST IN THE TAX 
BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trithwne. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 25.—The Senate 
spent the afternoon in the consideration of 
the sugar section of the Tax bill, but did not 
dispose of the subject. The only vote taken 
was that on Hale’s amendment to strike 
from the bill the clause containing Sherman’s 
scheme for allowing the Treasury Depart- 
ment virtually to regulate the duties on 
sugar. Sherman made a hard figtit In be- 
half of his proposition, but was completeiy 
overwhelmed and routed by Frye, of Maine, 
who carried the Senate with him in opposi- 
thon. Before adjournment the Senate began 
on the amendment agreed upon by the Dem- 
ocrats, which provides for a reduction of 10 
percent on all tanff duties, to take effect 


next January, and an additional reduction of 
10 per cent to take effect one year thereafter. 
‘This amendment inengueeted. 

A GENERAL TARIFF DEBATE. 

Vance took oceasion to make a htmorous 
and effective assault.on the protection pulicy. 
He became engaged with Hoar in a contro- 
versy on the subject, which continued for 
over an hour. 
usual adjourned without reaching any defi- 
nit understanding as to the future program 
regarding the Tax bill. ‘There appears, how- 
ever, to be a private understanding between 
the Republican Senators that, inasmuch as 
they find themselves unable to pass the bill 
in any shape satisfactory to themselves, they 
will not make much further effort towards 
its completion. Several Republican Senators 
have said privately that they do not think 
there is any probability of the passage of the 
bill before final adjournment. Hale today 
rave notice that tomorrow he would move to 
ay aside the Tax bill for the purpose of tak- 
ing Up 

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Should that be done it will be generally ac- 
cepted as the abandonment of the Tax bill. 
Many of the Repnblican Senators now con- 
fess they cofniitted a blunder in) allowin 
Morrill and Sherman to introdyee the tari 
question. A prominent Republican Senator 
remarked this evening? “The Democrats 
have the advantage of us. Morrill, urged on 
by Sherinan, got us into this predicament. 
Sherman desired to push through his sugar 
scheme, but his interest in the bill will prob- 
ably grow beautifully less now that the Sen- 
ate has given hima black eye.” If we can 
judge safely from the conversation of Sena- 
tors of both parties, the prevailing opinionis 
that the bill will either be abandoned or be 
allowed to die in the House. It was evident 
from the proceedings today that the Senators 
are taking less and less interest in the meas- 
ure. 

THE NOMINATION OF JOSLYN AS TELLER’S 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY. 

The President nominated to the Senate to- 
day Merritt S. Joslyn, of Ulinois, to -be As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, vice Bell, 
resigned, Secretary Teller formerly lived in 
the section of Lllinois from which Mr. Joslyn 
comes, and soine time since telegraphed Mr. 
Joslyn requesting him to come to Washitng- 
ton. When here Secretary Teller asked Sen- 
ator Loganif hecould recommend the ap- 
pointmentof Mr. Joslyn. Gen. Logan re- 
plied that he would be glad to do s0, where- 
upon the appointment was tendefed to Mr. 
Joslyn and accepted by him, to take effect at 
such time as the resignation of Mr. Bell 
should be received. It had been intended 
from the start not to retain Bellin that posi- 
tion. Mr. Joslyn has been for a lohg time 
State Senator, isalawyerin good practice 
and it is expected by his friends that he will 
make an excellent administrative officer. -Of 
his speedy confirmation there can be nv 
doubt. 

CAPT. EDWARD P, ALLEN. 

The President. has today settied the long 
contest over the Indian Agency for Michi- 
gan, by nominating Capt. Edward P. Allen, 
of Ypsilanti—Senator Ferry’s~ candidate. 
Congressman Hnbbell has made a bitter 
fight for John T. Page, of Lansmg, but 
without success. Capt. Allen is one of the 
brightest voung men in Michigan. He has 
been Speaker of the Michigan Legislature, 
and was President of the State Convention 
which elected delegates to Chicago two years 
ago. Senator Ferry’s friends are much

PROCEEDINGS.

Library. Both of those institutions, how- 
‘ever, have very valuable collections of the 
sort, and their value would be immensely 
augmented by the publication of the pro- 
posed catalog. The House finally apopted 
the resolution providing for it. Page, 
of California, then brought in the confer- 
ence report on the River and Harbor bill, and 
there was a lone discussion over it.

CHANGES IN THE RIVER AND HARBOR BI. 

The following are the changes made by the 
Conference Conmittee in the River and Har- 
bor bill: The appropriations for surveys of 
Delaware & Chesapeake Canal and Henne- 
pin Canal are reduced from $20,000 to $10, 
and from $100,000 to $30,000 respectively, an 
a provision is added in each instance that the 
Government shall not thereby be committed 
in favor of proceeding in the construction of 
the improvements.

Mr. Mac Veagh was called to the stand, and 
asked if he ever hada conversation with 
Kterdell on matters set out in the indictment.

diately made by Ingersol!, who proceeded 
to argue that this conversation did not fall 
within the rules of law as evidence.

liIs ANSWER TO RANDALL’S STATEMENT. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., July 25.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs today, by a 
unanimous vote, recufhsidered its former de- 
cision in regard to the statements recently 
received from ex-Secretary Blaine in re- 
sponse to the one submitted by Robert 
Randall, and, without objection, the state- 
mentof Blaine was made part of the record 
of the proceedings in the Chili-Peruvian in- 
vestigation. The committee also decided to 
permit Randall to submit an additional state- 
mentif he so desires. Ex-Secretary Biaine 
sent the committee a long letter in reply to 
the supplementary statement made to that 
committee by Robert E. Randall. The letter 
begins as follows:

Blaine then takes up the subject of 
THE CREDIT INDUSTRIKL, 


with regard to which correspondence was in 
progress when he was appointed Secretary 
of State, and quotes the proposition known 
the “Guillaume progtam,”’ made by that 
company and set forth in atetter from Count 
Montterrand and Suarez to Evarts. 

The proposition was founded upon the idea of 
an American protectorate, and was, iu eftect, 
that the United States should reeognize and 
constitute the Crédit Industriel general liqui- 
dator tor the benefit of bondholders and 
creditors ali residentin Europe. This ubsurd 
proposition I always rejected, and never con- 
sented to entertain for a moment. The United 
States was perfectly wiktihg the European bond- 
hoiders should get their y in any honorabte 
manner; but the idea of making this Govern- 
ment a guarantor for the Crédit Industriel 
of France, and of extending an American

Blaine then quotes a number of extracts 
from his correspondence with Minister Hurl- 
but to show it was never his intention to 
urge the program of the Crédit Industriel 
upon the Government of Peru.

The extracts given 
from Huribut’s letters are, Blaine says, in 
conflict with the position assigned him by 
Randall and Elmore, and he adds:

The friends of Senator Ferry 
charge directly that this spurious newspaper 
pretending to be an organ of the Gran 
Army of the Republic, was taken to Mr.

*“ HONOR’? SATISFIED WITHOUT THE SHED- 

DING OF GORE.

CHrisTIANsBURG, Va., July %.—A duel 
was fought half a mile from here this morn- 
ing at sunrise between Capt. John 8S. Wise, 
Mahone’s candidate for Congressman-at- 
Large, and John S. Crockett, the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney for Wythe County. Both 
parties, accompanied by their seconds, 
reached here eariy this morning and at once 
made preparations to fight. Mr. R. Crockett, 
of Wythe, was Crockett’s second, and G. W. 
Ward, editor of the Abingdon Virginian, 
acted for Wise. The parties met in an open 
field half a mile from here and were 
on the ground and =ready for the 
hostile encounter before the village people 
were astir. They were accompanied bya 
surgeon. Soon after leaving the train both 
duelists and their seconds went at once to 
the field, where, without any useless talking, 
and with few preliminaries, the preparawuons 
were made for the duel. 

THIS HURRYING UP OF MATTERS 

was necessary, because “a difficulty ” between 
Messrs. Wise and Crockett has been appre- 
hended for some days past, and the fact of 
the two men being together would have been 
sufficient to cause their arrest. In five 
minutes after reaching the ground the prih- 
cipals were told to take their positions. The 
distance agreed upon was ten paces. ‘The 
weapons used were pistols of the regulation 
pattern. 

“Gentlemen, are you ready?’ asked the 
seconds. 

Both combatants bowed in the affirmative. 

*“ Fire—one, two, three!’’ 

Atthe last word both pistols went off al- 
most simuitaneously, so much so that it was 
at first thought that only one weapon had 
been discharged. ‘The fire was without ef- 
fect. 

The pistols were revolvers. The men were 
about to take their positions, but as Crockett 
was raising his pistol it went off accidentally. 
The men were again placed in position, and 
at the command each raised his weapon and 
pulled the trigger. 

This time Wise’s pistol failed to go off, 
but Crockett’s fired. Wise was untouched. 

‘Then Crockett said he was satisfied, and 
this ended the duel. 

The parties at once seattered. Crockett 
and the seconds took the train for home, and 
the seconds aiso left. Capt. Wise came here 
and made

to a large crowd. The matter causes in- 
tense excitement, as both parties are well 
known and popular in their parties. The 
duel was anotherin that series of political 
“affairs of honor” whieh have been 
going on since the State litics 
have been raging 80 hotiy in 
Virginia. None have resulted fatally yet, 
and itisa remarkable fact that, during the 
period of four years in which contests 
have at different times been fought, the only 
one with fatal effect was that in which a lady 
was concerned—the Garland-Addison fight 
last week. The “difference” which ted to the 
Wise-Crockett duel began on the 17th of this 
month. It seems that, when Wise was in 
W ytheville, a few weeks ago, a conversation 
toulksplace between him and Crockett, in the 
course of which the latteralleges Wise made 
use of the expression: 

“THERE IS NO HONOR IN POLITICS.” 
This Crocket had repeated as coming from 
Wise, and this fact had been reported to the 
latter. Meeting with Mr. Crockett in the 
evening on the hotel porch at Marion, Wise 


called him to one side and interrogated him . 


aboutit. Mr. Croekett acknowledged that 
he had made the statement, and that it was 
true. Wise denounced it as false, and struck 
at Crockett. Before the latter had time to 
resent the biow his arm was caught 
by Marshal Watts, who was standing 
close by, and en an officer §  ap- 
peared upon the scene and commanded the 
peage. Perhaps the matter might have ended 
here, but the nextday the Richmond Whig, 
the Mahone organ, contained a telegram in 
reference to the matter in which the state- 
ment was made as follows: 

A short time after Capt. Wise concluded his 
speecn he inet a Funder who had slandered him 
recently. He asked bimif he bad made cert&in 
statements, and the rentieman admitted he had. 
Capt. Wise punisbed bim severely on the spot. 

WHEN CROCKETT HEARD THIS 
and ether reports to the effect that he had 
been beaten by Wise, be and they rewarded 
such assertions as an_imputation tupon his 
courage. This was still more so when the 
Richmond Whig came out with a second ar- 
ticle in which it said theaffair was much 
talked about yesterday, and the question 
was repeatedly asked what was the man’s 
nawy that Capt. Wise drubbed so roughly.

22d of August. Within the past week Ilber- 
ville has indorsed him by a unanimous vote 
of its Republican Executive Committee.

ria delegations without division, besides hav- 
ing a favorable prospect of securing the votes 
of several delegations from the remaining 
parishes of the district.

No Democratic candidates are yet in the 
fieid, but war wHl open next Monday, when 
a convention meets to nominate 
a successor to Gen. R. Gibson 
in -the First District. Carleton: Hunt, 
a nephew of ex-Secretary Hunt, is 
the most conspicuous candidate, although it 
is conceded if ex-Gov. Warmoth will acce 
the Republican nomination he can be easily 
elected over any Democrat put up. 

In the Second District there is no doubt of 
the uomination by the Democracyand re- 
election of the Hon. John E. Ellis. His inde- 
pendent course in Congress, instead of weak- 
ening him with his party, enables him to lift 
his party up to a bigher plane, and the Re- 
yublicans will publicly put no one against 
1im. 

In the Fourth District, young Newton C, 
Blanehard, of Shreveport, will be returned 
without opposition, while the Leuisiana 
State Lottery Company will see to it that Mr.

A Congressional District Covering 150,- 
000 Square Miles. 
Special Correspdndence of The Chicago Tribune. 

YANKTON, D. T., July 24.—Although there 
is to be filled but one office in which the 
people of the entire -Territory, feel an inter- 
est, the excitement. is already running high. 
In an Fastern State this would becalled a 
local issue, but it is not so out here. Dakota 
is the largest Congressional district in the 
country, embracing as it does an area of 
150,000 square miles, and it can boast a popu- 
lation of 225,000, with 50,000 voters. 

The Republican Territorial Committee met 
last week and issued its call for a conven- 
tion, which will be held at Grand Forks on 
the 6th of September. The most imp ortant 
question before the committee was that of 
apportionment of delegates for the conven- 
tion. The convention of 1880 voted that the 
‘representation for 1882 should be one delegate 
for each organized county, and one for each 
100 Republican votes, or fractional part 
thereof, above fifty cast at the election for 
delegate in 1880. This would have given 242 
delegates. But the new counties which in 
1880 cast but few votes, if any, and some of 
which will this year poll from 500 to 1,000, 
claimed that this would give them no voice 
in the convention, and that the plan was 
therefore unfair. In this the committee by a 
vote of 6 to 5 concurred, and the number of 
delegates was placed at 343. South Dakota 
has 193; North Dakota, 109; Black Lillis, 41. 

in several of the counties the caucuses 
have already been called, and the local wire- 

ullers are hard at work fixing things. 
There will be until Sept. 6 an immense 
ainount of politics in Dakota. After 
date the interest will flag. For in a localit 
where the Republicans stand two to one wit 
the Democrats it doesn’t matter very much 
what the latter do. 

At this time there are but two eandidates 
upon whom there is any centralization—R. 
F. Pettigrew, now Delegate, and George H. 
Hand, Secretary of the ‘Territory. The Re- 
publican party in Dakota is badly divided 
just now between the Pettigrew and the 
anti-Pettigrew factions. The latter claim 

at Mr. Pettigrew is a man of small calibre 
tricky, and unscrupulous, and a oe dea 
more that is bad, and that he is utterly unfit 
to represent Dakota at Washington. n the 
other hand, his friends claim for him that he 
is honest, capable, energetic, and vigilant—a 
regular worker for the welfare of his con- 
stituents. 

Mr. Pettigrew’s polities do not seem to 
be exactly after the Charles Francis Adams 
stripe, and if half thatis boldly asserted be 
true, his politicai career will hardly do him 
honor, At any rate, there are many men 
who declare that they will not vote for 
Delegate whether he is nominated or not. 

Secretary lland is a man widely known 
throughout the Territory. He ts the candi- 
date of the anti-Pettigrew party, and he is 
developing a great deal of strength. While 
it is too early to attempt to predict what 
strength he will carry to the convention, it 
may be said that his newspaper support is 
strong. There are other candidates in South 
Dakota, but these two are the leading ones 
just now. 

The North Dakota papers have much to 
say about the desirability of sending to 
Washington a North Dakota man. ‘They 
argue that South Dakota has always had the 
Delegate, and thatitis now the turn of the 
north. There is much reason in this, and if 
the north can concentrate all its votes upon 
one man, that section will stand a good show 
of capturing the prize. She has a number of 
capable men who would make acceptable 
Delegates. The names mentioned are Mar- 
shal John B. Raymond, Fargo; C, F. Kin- 
dred, Mayor of Fargo; E. P. Wells, James- 
town; George I. Walsh, Grand Forks; 

Jud Lea Moure, of Pembina. 

Mr. Walsh, who is Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Comittee, was suecessful in getting 
the convention to meet at Grand Forks against 
the wishes of Mr. Pettigrew, who wanted 
Sioux Falls, his home, selected. In the place, 
then, andin the apportionment the present 
Delegate was beaten, but his friends claim 
for him both the nomination and the elec- 
tion. The fact that Mr. Pettigrew is de- 
tained in Washington is perhaps injurious 
to him, and he is no doubt deveatly 
for an adjournment.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE CHEMISTS PRE- 
SENTS THEIR ARGUMENT. 

New York, July 2%5.—In the public session 
of the Tariff Commission today at Long 
Branch a statement was made by Alexander 
Jones on behalf of the Manufacturing Chem- 
ists’ Association of the United States. He 
said the association was composed of manu- 
facturers of chemicals in various parts of 
the country—at Cincinnati, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, and elsewhere. At the last meeting of 
the association a Tariff Committee had been 
appointed (of which he was Chairman), and 
had been instructed to confer with various 
manufacturers of chemicals, so as to get 
their views as to the rates of duty they 
would suggest. That committee was not yet 
ready to report, but would prepare a schedule 
to be submitted to the assuciation and after- 
ward to the commission. The Tariff Com- 
mittee was not entirely in accord as to the 
abstract question of free trade and protec- 
tion to home industry. They were, however, 
a unit on one point—namely: That manufact- 
urers of chemicals were as much entitled to 
afairshare of the accepted policy of the 
Government as any other manufacturers, 
whether that policy be protection to home in- 
dustry or whether it be free trade. They 
were ahs 
SUBJECT TO THE SAME CONDITIONS AS OTHER 

MANUFACTURERS. 

All they used, and wore, and Sconsumed was 
dutiabie, and therefore they took the ground 
most decidedly that, whatever the policy of 
the Government might be, that poiicy should 
be applied to chemical industry justas much 
as to wool, steel, iron, or anything else. He 
made this remark because in the last two 
Congresses chemicals had been made a spe- 
cial object of hostile legislation by the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. Chenjical man- 
ufacturers would now ask for excessive 
duties. If the policy were to be the abolition 
of all protective duties, they would fall into 
line and not complain; but,’ if the 
poucy of the Government were to 

the protection and home industry against 
unlimited foreign competition, then they 
wanted to receive a fair share of that pro- 
tection. There were a few chemicals made 
in Europe and not made here. (Chloride of 
lime, for instance (bleaching powder), was 
not made in this country at all, It was on 
the free list. So long as it remained on the 
free list : 

IT NEVER WOULD BE MADE HERE. 

He did not Know of any article on the 
dutiable list that could be safely put on the 
free list. ; 

McMahone inquired whether duties could 
be simplified by bringing a large number of 
chemicals under one rate of duty, 

Jones replied in the negative, giving as his 
reason the cheapness of some drugs and the 
expensiveness of others. They could not be 
grouved under any percentage of duties. 

After concluding his statement as the rep- 
resentative of the Association of Chemical 
Manufacturers, Jones submitted an areu- 
ment as one of five manufacturers of quinine 
in favor of restoring the duty of 20 per cent 
on sulphate of quinine. That article, he 
said, had been made in this country almost 
from the time it was discovered until 
within a few years, since when Amer- 
ican manufacturers’ had been able 
to supply almost the entire home 
demand for quinine, and 1t was undoubtedly 
as good as any quinine made in the world. 
in order to keep the quality good and insure 
a full supply of quinine, 

IT SHOULD CONTINUE TO BE MADE HERE. 

Kenner inquired as to whether quinine 
was not very extensivelv used as medicine 
tor chills and fever, and whether: that was 
nota reason for having the price as low as 
possible. 

Jones admitted that that was the case, but 
argued that whether the wholesale price of 
quinine was $2 per ounce without tax or 
$2.40 with tax, the difference in price 
could -not possibly enter into the 
cost of the very small dose of 
quinine taken by the sick. An) ounces of 
quinine contained 437)4 grains, and it was in 
pills containing only a few grains that the 
drug was used. lt was the apothecary and 
not the sick person who had the profit. 

Kenner inquired as to the number of 
quinipe manufacturers in this country. 

Jones gave the number as five. There were, 
he said, very few quinine manufacturers in 
the world. There were only twoin Great 
Britain, fouror five in Germany, perhaps 
as many in France, one, in Holland, and one 
in Lialy. °

JOHN C. HAMILTON, 

HIS DEATH AT LONG BRANCH.

New York, July 2.—Col. John Church 
Hamilton, a son.of Alexander Hamilton, 


' died at Long Branch today in his 90th year. 


He was born in Philadelphia, his father then 
being the first Secretary of the Treasury. Ile 
was about 12 years of age when his father 
was killed In the duel with Aaron Barr. In 
1809 he was graduated from Columbia Col- 
lege. He then studied law, and was admit- 
ted to the bar, but, having inherited ah ample 


fortune, did not long engage in active prac-

signing the position in 1814. Having studious 
tastes, he led a rather retired life, and de- 
voted a considerable amount of time and 
labor to literary work. He wrote and pub- 
lished “Memoirs ot Alexander Hamilton,” 
two volumes, 3vo., 1854-40; “Works of 
Alexander Hamilton,’’ seven volumes, 8vo., 
Isht: and “History of the Republic,” two 
volumes, 8vo,, 18.

John C. Hamilton was married to Miss Van 
den Heuvel, daughter of John Cornelius 
Vanden flenvel. a prominent merchant of 
this city, who hada large estate at Bloom- 
ington. Nine children by this marriage are 
now living—four sons and five daughters. 
The sons are Alexander Hamiiton, of Tarry- 
town, N. Y.; Gen. Schuyler Hamilton, now 
living at Jamaica, L. L; Charles A. Haimil- 
ton, of Milwaukee, who is a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin; and William 
G. Hamilton, who is a civil-engineer and 
Vice-President of the Mexican Telegraph 
Company. The daughters are Elizabeth, 
who was first married to Maj.-Gen. Henry 
W. Hlalleck, and then some time after his

_W. Cullum: Mary E., who was married a

AN OLD STORY RETOLD. 


The Confederate Prisoners at Camp 
Dougias, and the Boid Pilot to Liberate 
Them—How the Secret Was Divuiged, 
and the Excitement That Followed.

1 had hardly recovered from my wound 


when Capt. Thomas Henry Hines, of Mor- 
gau’s command, came to Canada for the pur- 
pose of organizing a body of men wo go to Chi- 
cago and release the suffering Confederate 
prisoners (some 10,000) in that prison. Hines 
was in constant communication with parties 
in different Northern States who were to co- 
operate with him and his confederates, and, 
in fact, promised him that if he would meet 
them in Chicago they would insure he 
would not go away without a fight. Capt. 
Liines recruited about seventy-five old Con- 
federate soldiers that were in Canada. The 
men were armed each with a pair of navy 
pistols, which they carried in their baggage 
whule en route to Chicago. We left Canada 
dy different routes, traveling, as a rule, by 
twos. My parner was that whole-souled 
fellow, Jack Trigg, of Glasgow, Ky., now of 
Louisville, Ky. Every man had ordezs to go 
to the same hotel, and by acertain pass- 
word the landlord would recognize us and 
assign us to rooms. Jack and I arrived via 
the Michigan Southern Road, and I assure 
the reader I was not a little surprised when 
I was ushered into a room with six beds, and 
found eight or ten Confederate soldiers al- 
ready there. We arrived on the 27th of Au- 
gust, 1864. Before 8 o’clock that night there 
were seventy-live genuine Confederate sol- 
diers in that hotel. it was soon rumored 
about that the Camp Douglas guard had been 


inforeed by 5,000 men. 
nT he Demoeratic National Convention was 
to meet in Chicago, on Monday, the Bth of 
August, to nominate a candidate for Presi- 
dent.

most inevitable at the coming Presidential 
election, it — napeates that the Demo- 
crats would not be allowed to vote.”

Hines was not the kind of a man to wait 
over two months on such an uncertainty. 
He therefore broke the news to his men at 
once, and gave them their choice to stay o 

xo. All those that wished to return to ban- 
ada could do so, and all those that wished to 
remain with him in Itinois and reeruit men 
to attack — Douglas at some future day 
could do so, Fifty of them took Canada “* in 
theirs,” and but twenty-five remained with 
him. My friend Jack and myseif were 
among the latter. We wanted to see the 
thing through. If by our aid those poor suf- 
fer human beings lying in Camp Douglas 
could be released we were willing to take the 
desperate chances to help them. In the course 
of the next twenty-four hours we were all on 
our different routes into different southern 
counties of the State. Four of us went to 
Christian county and made our headquarters 
at a hotel kept by Mr. Long, a very fine old 
Southern gentleman. Noone in the place— 
laylorsville—ever dreamed of our plot or 
our business there. We represented our- 
selves as refugees from thedraft, and we very 
soon found company. These men were the 
very Ones we were looking for. We were to 
recruit them into our ranks, but to letnoone 
(except the officer they might elect) Into the 
secret plans, ete. Many a caucus we held in 
the dead hour of night, out in the “ timber,”’ 
putting down the names of new recruits by 
the light of our camp-fire. We were in dli- 
rect communication with the different 
squads in the different counties, and every 
week we knew arpa how we were 
progressing. We met with splendid success. 
With Capt. Hines I visited different head- 
quarters. By the middle of Oetober we had 
on our rolls 1,200 men—these were all we 
cured to have—but after getting that many it 
was no trouble to get 300 more, and by Novy. 
1, 1864, we had 1,500. The transportation of 


_ these men secretly (in the enemy’s powniny 


to Chicago was no small matter. They ha 

to go into the city by different routes and at 
different times, They must all be there by 
Noy. 8 The attack was to be made on the 
night of the Presidential election, at 1 o’clock 
am. During all this time Hines had been 
importing guns and ammunition from 
Canada, and Colts — from  Con- 
necticut. ‘These wereal hess to Chicago 
and in the dead of night our little squad of 
Confederates would carry them up toa room 
we had secured tostore them in. ‘Che work 
of loading 2,000 stand of arms and 590 pistols 
was no little job, This was completed about 
the time our recruits began to arrive, and 
we then prepared to meet them as the dif- 
ferent trains came in. I was detailed to 
ineet those coming in on the Illinois Central 
and escort them out to what is khown as 
‘*Irish Town,” in the suburbs of the city. 
Whenever 1 saw a man get off the train with 
a blue ribbon in the button-hole of his coat, 
latonceasked him “if he knew Dr. Hunter.” 
He would reply, “of Bowling Green.” I 
would then answer, **Warren County,” 
and he would finish by saying ** Kentucky.” 
That settled it. He was one “one of us,” 
Sometimes there would be ten, twenty, thir- 
ty, and often forty of them on the same train. 
l would lead the way, and they would follow. 
Iwas often questioned by the police and 
others as to where 1 was taking these men. I 
always answered by saying | was taking them 
West to work of the railroad. Many of 
them were poorly clad. Some were bare- 
footed, some traveled with a “ bandana 
trunk,” locked with a pin. My orders were 
to give each of them a $5 note to pay ex- 
penses, Sometimes we would walk out. At 
other times I would crowd them all into one 
street-car, tothe great discomfiture of the 
driver, who hadall he could do to count 
them. It was impossible for him <often to 
tell whether all had paid their fare. 

The Chicago papers came out and wanted 
to Know the meaning of the importation of 
‘*Copperheads” or “ Butternuts.” | Was it 
to earry Cook County for the Democrats ? 
They were greatly agitated over the subject. 
The men thus imported were led tu believe 
this ‘was their object and sole purpose. 
‘This remarkable plot was carried on by this 
handful of Confederates without the least 
consideration as to the danger involved. 
They seemed to go at it as a simple 
matter of duty: in which all else must 
be merged. hardly think, however, 
that they fully realtized the desperate 
chances they were taking. Il am sure I 
did not. Everything passed off quietly 
until Sunday, the 6th of November, when 
one of our confederates, Joseph Betters- 
worth, came to my room, where three or four 
of us were, and asked me “ic I thought I 
would recognize one Capt. Shanks that used 
to belong to Morgan’s command?’ I re- 
plied, *‘ 1 most assuredly would.” 

‘* Well, then,” he exclaimed, “he is down 
at the Richmond House.” Le} me here give 
a short history of this man. He volunteered 
in some Texas regiment, but being a native 
of Kentucky (1 am sorry to say) gota trans- 
fer to Morgan’s command and served as 
high private in one of the compahies on 
the “Ohio raid.” He was taken pris- 
oner and sent to Camp Douglas 
with other of Morgan’s men, and while 
there took the oath aud secured:a position in 
the Federal sutier store in the camp, where 
he made himself obnoxious by reporting 
every little misdemeanor of the prisoners. 
Of course punishment stich as hanging up 
by the thunibs or bucking and gagging al- 
ways followed. Not a prisoner among the 
10,000 there, 1 take it, have forgetten Mr. 
Shanks. We were all aware of his charac- 
ter, and knew he could not beat the Rich- 
mond House for any good. I| took a stroll 
down that way, and sure enough there was 
Mr. Shanks taking a drink at the bar, as large 
as lite and altogether as natural. We were 
satistied he had come from canp to find out 
what was in the wind. After having seen 
him I returned and notified Bettersworth 
and others that it was surely Shanks, and 
to keep away from him; that his intentions 
could not possibly be for our good. | imme- 
diately went and notitied Capt. Hines of my 
discovery. Here 1 found that Englishman, 
Col. St. Leger Grenfel, who had foralong 
time been Assistant Adjutant-General in 
Gen. Morgan’s command. He was in favor 
ot met Out summary punishment to 
Shanks and of puttimg him outof the way. 
‘This course Capt. Hines did not approve of, 
as he thoughtit would certainly create a sen- 
sation at Camp Douglas if Detective Shanks 
was missing.

Mr. Bettersworth was also 
putting up at the same house, and | cauuoned 
him avout returning there, advising hiin to 
stay with us that night. What occurred at 
the Richiaond House chat night I learned the 
next day from an eye-witness. ‘The Colonel 
and Mr. B. both returned there, and recog- 
nizing Shanks entered into a spirited conver- 
sation and took a drink with him. It was 
not long before they took several more, after 
which they repaired together to the Colonel’s 
room. They had not been up there long be- 
fore a bottie of brandy was ordered. By 
this time they were all naturally very talka- 
tive, and I suppose Shanks, was told every- 
thing. 1 was also informed by one who 
knew that about 11 o’elock Shanks came 
down-stairs, and, registering bis name and 
ordering a fire to be built in his room, 
stepped out of the hotel. 
until abont 10 o’cloek a. m. or a little later, 
when he retifed to his own roow. It was 
just 10 o’clock that day when a sauad of 
soldiers filed into the house, and, without 
looking over the register, wené straightway 
to Col. Grenfel’s room, and a » the room 
occupied by Shanks.

THE RAILROADS OF THE COUNTRY. 

Certainly no book now published in the 
United States has become of more striking 
importance as a collection of important -in- 
formation than Poor’s Manual of Railroads. 
It is the annual signal displayed conspicu- 
ously from the Nationa] flagstaff showing 
the present growth of the great National in- 
terests, and evidence of National wealth—the 
railroads of the country. The large volume 


statistics being brought down to the close of 
188}, 

The progress of the rail construction 
business during the year 1881 is one of the 
most remarkable evidences of the advance 
of the substantial prosperity of the country 
in its history. During the year 1881 ng less 
than 9,358 miles of railroad were built, being 
the greatest number in any one year. The 
greatest previous mileage for any twelve- 
month was 7,379 miles, and that was in 1871. 
Up to the Ist of June, 1888, there were 3,677 
miles opened, against 1,754 miles opeved by 
the same time in 1881, leaving it probable 
that if the same rate of increase be main- 
tained the increase of mileage in 1882 would 
be 10,000 iniles. 

The aren of the United States, tncluding 
Alaska, ts 3,000,000,000 square miles. This 
offersan attractive field for ruilroads, and 
railroad works are fapidly progressing in 
nearly all parts of it. Two railroads now 
cross the continent, ahd two others are in 
course of construction. These four roads 
will serve as trunk lines for various other 
roads. The State of Ohio has an area of 40,000 
square miles, with 6,664 miles of railroad in 
operation, or with a ratio of one mile of rail- 
road to each six square miles of area. The 
same ratio will call for 500,000 miles of rail- 
road for the whole area. But when Ohio 
shall be advanced in population and produc- 
tion, say twenty years hence, she will have 
10,000 miles of rallway, and her rate of pro- 
portion extended through the whole country 
will call for 1,500,000 miles of railroad in the 
United States. Mr. Poor argues that when 
such additional mileage is built our people 
will appear to have begun only the construc- 
tion of works which are to be the common 
highways. From 1870 to 1881 the miles of 
railroad in the United States rose from ®,- 
914 miles to 104,815 miles, and by the same 
proportion the number of miles of railroad in 
1899 will be 200,000 miles. The same annual 
increase of population whieh occurred be- 
tween 1870 and 1880, if- maintained, will give 
a population in 1890 of 65,000,000, 

The earnings of all the roads in operation 
in the country during 1881 equaled $725,325,- 
119—an increase of $110,000,000 over the pre- 


The earnings equaled $13.69 per head of the 
population. The net earnings were $276,654,- 
000, an increase of $21,500,000 over those of 
1880. The amount of interest paid on the 
funded debt was $128,887,000, and the amount 
paid in ‘dividends was $93,544,200, and the 
amount paid for current expenses was $449,- 
563,071. The expenses were equal to @ per 
cent of the gross earnings. The cost of con- 
structing new lines and operating and main- 
taining old ones was more than $750,000,000— 
nearly all for labor. The total number of 
persons employed in operating and con- 
structing the railways was 1,600,000, 

The tonnage transported on all the rail- 
ways in the country in the year 1881 is esti- 
mated at 5,500 tons to the mile—equal to 350,- 
000,000 tons in all. The assessed value of $50 per 
ton, inaking full allowances for du one 
and errors, will give a total value of $12, 
000,000, 

The increase of population as a direct out- 
growth of the extension of the railroad sys- 
tem is strongly presented. The following 
results are given concerning the North west- 
ern States and Territories for the ten years 
from 1870 to 1880. These States had in 1870 
a population of 12,981,111; in 1880 they had 
17,360,000; had of railroad in 1870, 22,378 
miles; and in 1880, 44,647 miles of road: 
earned by railroads in 1870, $153,549,460: and 
earned in 1880, $274,914,708 In 1855 the 
charge for moving & ton of wheat by rail 
from Chicago to New York, 960 miles, was 
$51.50; in 1881 the charge was $7.51. 

The railroals of the United States have 
become an essentiai part of the productive 
industry of the Nation. All others are de- 
pendent on them. The magnitude of this 
interest is not only shown by the figures of 
its mileage, of its receipts, earnings, expendi- 
tures, its capital stock, and its debts, but the 
wonderful growth of all these. There are 
its receipts now exceeding per mile what it 
received twenty-five years ago, with the 
rates of toll per mile reduced to such figures 
as are now only possible to allow the mer- 
chandise to be moved at all.

THE TAX BILL. 

The Senate is wasting time in the discus- 
sion of the Tax bill. It is evident that noth- 
ing can be done in the way of intelligent and 
coxsistent tax legislation at this session. The 
Senators would better postpone considera- 
tion of the whole subject until next fall, 
when they can come together in a calm and 
conciliatory spirit and make a sincere effort 
to reform our whole system of taxation, in- 
ternal and external, 

The Republican Senators have been on the 
defensive from the beginning of the debate. 
if it had not been for the native obstinacy 
and folly of their opponents they would have 
suffered seriously from their misguided sup- 
port of such a bill in the expiring hours of 
the session. The Republicans blundered in 
consenting to the appointment of a Tariff 
Commission. They blundered still worse 
in attempting a patchwork reform of the tar- 
iff after the commission had been appoi nted. 
The,.second blunder was a confession of the 
first. For that reason it was the more inex- 
cusable. The avowal came too soon. It was 
made before the commission had formally pro- 
ceeded to business. It would have been dis- 
creet, since the commission had been organ- 
ized and the appointments could not be re- 
voked, to assume at least that its members 
had ordinary intelligence and business sa- 
gacity. But the Republican Senate caucus ae- 
‘cided just the contrary. It resolved to re- 
duce the tax on sugar and steel rails and to 
increase the tax on strap and‘rod iron without 
reference to the commission. In so doing it 
opened up the tariff generally for discussion, 
~and invited a large number of ameadments, 
which have been promptly offered. ‘The 
Senate should either have accepted or re- 
jected the bill as it came from the House. 
There was no time for an entire revision of 
the tariff and internal revenue after the dog- 
days had set in. The House bill provided 
for a reduction of $23,000,000 of taxes. It was 


better than nothing. It was something to go 
to the country on. The danger now is that 
the Republican members of the Lower House 
| will have to face their constituents and ex- 
‘plain the failure to make any reduction.

from 16 to 12 cents, and they have caused an 
amendment to be adopted authorizing farm- 
ers and producers to sell at retail $100 worth 
of tobacco annually. They have aiso added 
a proviso that farmers, planters, or lumber- 
men may furnish supplies of tobacco ag- 
gregating less than 100) pounds per 
year to their employés without pay- 
ment of the special tax, These amend- 
ments if enacted into law would open the 
door to enormous frauds on the revenue. 
The tobacco tax would be practically wiped 
outin less than two years under the pro- 
posed system. The tax brought in a rev- 
enue of $42,000,000 in 1881. It cannot be 
spared now. It ought. not to be reduced 
at all; but if it is taken off the re- 
pealing act should be direct and above- 
board. Congress cannot afford to abolish 
the tobacco tax under a miserable pretense 
of giving relief to “lumbermen” and the 
“neighbors and friends” of planters. Sen- 
ator Sherman and other Republicans have 
wisely announced their titention to vote 
against the bill if these provisions are re- 
tained in it. 

Responsibility for the failure to reduce 
taxation has been shifted by facetious opposi- 
tion to this bill from the Republican side of 
the chamber to the Democratic side. The 
Republicans offered them bread, but they in- 
sisted upon having a stone, They were as- 
sisted by one or two Republicans, such as 
Kellogg of Louisiana and Cameron of Penn- 
sylvania, who were more interested in pre- 
serving the tariff as a whole than in afford- 
ing relief to the people. But the bill has 
been loaded down and crushed with malice 
aforethought by the Democrats, and on them 
must rest the blame for the continuance of 
high taxes for another year.

The statement that contributions “ will not 
be objected to in any official quarter” is 
equivalent to a notice that they will be highly 
appreciated “in official quarters,” and the 
favor reciprocated in kind. It is clear that 
employés who pay their assessments regular- 
ly and promptly will have, or pretend they 
have, “claims” upon the gratitude of the 
party that other emplovés do not have. 
They will be more than human if 
they do not plead these claiins when- 
ever they have to ask tor promotion, or re- 
appointment, or continvance in office. if 
removals or reductions are made for any 
cause short of actual misconduct the elerks 
who cash up will probably not be dismissed. 
Victims for the sacrifice will be found among 
those who do not respond. The officers of 
the Government understand this well enough, 
and they pay their assessments under protest 
and duress to make themselves “solid,” as 
the saying is, with their official superiors. 
Indirectly, therefore, if not by actual aver- 
ment, the assessments are made under an 
implied threat of dismissal, sooner or later, 
if payment is refused. 

The practice of levying political assess- 
ments is akin to the custom of getting up 
“testimonials ” to persons in authority in 
private life. Respectable merchants do not 
usually permit their clerks to make them 
presents, hor accept “testimonials” of any 
kind from their subordinates. ‘The public 
school-teachers in many cities are forbidden 
to receive presents from their pupils. The 
business of getting up “ testimonials” is 
now confined mainly to the lower class of 
ward politicians, who extort from their de- 
pepdents watches and chains, horses and 
buggies, or such other adornments and con- 
veniences as they may chance to stand in need 
of. As long as Congressmen claim the right 
to exercise, subject to the approval of the 
President, the appointing power in their sev-

We 
happen to know that $5,000 of the last assess- 
ment found its way into acity district, and 
was spent for dubious purposes among pot- 
house politicians, though it was afterwards 
evident that the district would have been Re- 
pubtican by a large majority without the ex- 
penditure of a single cent. The money is 
generally used to promote ‘the personal in- 
terests of Congressmen, but does not help 
the party asa whole. It is expended in con- 
summating corrupt bargains and trades that 
ought never to be made, and sacrifices local 
or legislative candidates for the bepefit of the 
Congressional ticket. These things ought 
not so tobe. The politigal assessments have 
done and are doing the party infinitly more 
damage by the scandal they have caused than 
they wilido it good by the votes the money 
so raised will buy or influence. 


THE LAW'S DELAYS. 

Among the cases decided yesterday by the 
Appellate Court sitting in this city was that 
of the Adams Express Company vs. Ignatz 
Boskowitz, the verdict of the lower court in 
favor of Boskowitz being affirmed. This 
case is an illustratson not merely of the law’s 
delays, but of the folly of going to law. It has 
long been known, though it is not generally 
understood as it should be, that there isa 
certain limit to the amount for which it is 
profitable to go into court. Just as the As- 
sessor makes no mention on his books ofa 
person owning only $50 or $100 worth of per- 
sonal property, because the cost of collecting 
the tax is more than the, tax itself, so it is 
absurd to bue amanfor $6 or $10, because 
the expenses of recovering it are more than the 
sum involyed. In this instance, the claim by 
the plaintiff was for $8,000, but the expenses of 
securing it, if it be secured at all, will prob- 
ably equal the original claim. 

In 1872, the plaintiff shipped three bales of 
furs, valuéd at $8,000, to the East by Adams 
Express. There was au accident to the train 
near Fort Wayne, a stove was upset, and the 
express car, with its contents, was burned 
up. The shipper brought suit, in 1875, and 
the case first came to trial in January, 1874. 
The defense was that the receipt of the Ex- 
press Compary provided that, where no val- 
uation was stated at the time of the delivery 
of the goods, the liability of the carrier 
should not exceed $50; and it was alleged 
that no valuation had been made in this in- 
stance. The prosecution, on the other side, 
stated that the receipt they had used was one 
of the United States Express Company’s— 
that they had stricken out the words 
“United States” at the head of the 
receipts, but had omitted to strike it out fur- 
ther down where it occurred in connection 
with this valuation clause. ‘The first trial re- 
sulted in a yerdict against the company. On 
application a new trial was granted, and the 
jury found for the defendant. As the ex- 
press company, however, had admitted a 
liability of $50, this was set aside as a mis- 
take, and in 1875 the matter came to issue 
again, and the plaintiff was awarded $3. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and that august tribunal held that the decis- 
ion ought to be reversed—firstly, because the 
verdict should have been for $150, as there 
were three bales of furs: and secondly, be- 
cause, since the words “ United States Ex- 
press”? were stricken out in the one 
place, it rested on. the defendant to 
prove that it was the intention of 
the plaintiff to accept this valuation 
clause. In May, 1880, there was another 
trial, which ended in the disagreement of 
the jury. In Oetober of 1881 still another 
trial was had, which resulted ina verdict of 
$12,678 for the plaintiff. ‘The Appellate Court 
has now sustained the Superior Court, and 
the matter will be taken up to the highest 
tribunal, which will probably give its decis- 
ion about Oetober, it being an even chance, 
of course, that this finding will be set aside 
on some ground or other, and the parties in- 
vited to begin over again. 

it is difficult to tell exactly the cost of this 
litigation. It has taken, however, about 
$1,500 out of Cook County in the shape of 
jurors’ fees ete., and it has consumed some 
of the time of the Supreme and the Appel- 
late Courts. The lawyers’ fees paid by both 
parties during these ten years of discussion 
and litigation must mount up to $8,000, with 
the suit not yet finally decided. The conelu- 
sion to be drawn from all this is that it is 
doubtful whether it is advisable to go to law 
even for $8,000. Whichever side loses in this 
contest is out fa large sum, and the plaintiff 
if he wins is but little, if any, more than 
even. 

But the loss of money is not all. Think of 
the sixty jurors who have had to listen to 
the testimony and the arguments, and whe 
have shown their understanding of them by 
returning verdicts running all the way from 
nothing to $12,678 Think of the lawyers 
who have seven times repeated the tale, 
verbally and in writing, and who may be 
called on to go it all over again when the 
Supreme Court makes another decision. 
Think of plaintiff and defendant, who have 
been playing a game of see-saw for ten 
years, and then cease to wonder that there is 
a demand for law-reform in Lilinois. How 
much cheaper it would have been had Bos- 
kowitz and the express company played a 
game of cuchre in’ 1872 for the $8,000! The 
uncertainties of fifty-two cards are not to be 
compared to the uncertainties attending the 
workings of what we call “an enlightened 
system of jurisprudence.”

SENATOR ALLISON FOR PRESIDENT. 

“A prominent Congressman” has given his 
reasons for believing that Senator Allison 
will be the next Republican candidate for 
the Presidency. In Presidential conventions 
it is always the unexpected that happens. 
We regret to see, therefore, that so good a 
man as Senator Allison—one every way so 
worthy to be the candidate of the party—is 
being made the subject of premature predic- 
tions. He is himself too level-headed and 
cautious to permit his name to be used as 
that of a seeker after the Presidential office, 
nor would he bea party toany organized 
movement looking to that end. 

But the fact that Senator Allison has some 
special qualifications for the Presidency and 
that he would be a peculiarly “available” 
candidate is open and notorious, and it can 
be no special injury to him to review his 
public career from this point of view. He 
has in the first place been a long time in Con- 
gress, and has filled responsible positions in 
both Houses. L¢ sat for years by the side of 
Mr. Garfield, and|was on the most friendly 
personal and political terms with him. No 
man in Washington has a fuller or more 
practical knowledge of the details of Gov- 
ernment than Senator Allison has. His long 
service on the Appropriations Committees of 
both Houses has made him familiar with 
the inner workings of all the Government 
affairs. A manin his position must know 


what they are doing, what changes have 


diminished, and, in a general way, what im- 
provements and reforms are desirable. 
Senator Allison! is not only Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
but he is a member of the Committee on 


Finance. Le has long been a ‘close student 


of financial subjects, and President Garfield 
testified his own regard for the Senator’s 
attainments in this respect by offering him 


the position of Secretary of the Treasury, 


which, for family reasons, Mr. Allison re- 
luctantly declined. He has been identified 
with all the importent financial legislation 
of Congress of late years. He was particu- 
larly active in promoting the passage of the 
Silver bill, and was one ot its ablest advo- 
cates. He had charge during the present 
session of the bill extending the charters of 
the National banks, which at his Instance 
was amended in several important points. 
Senator Allison would be able to meet 
some of the lower tests of “availability.” 
He is personally popular with men of all 
parties. His frank, open manner and genial 
ways have made him hosts of friends. He 
is known as being not a brilliant orator or a 
political genius, but preéminently a safe 
man. The reins of government could be 
put in his hands with perfect confidence that 
he would do nothing rash or daring. He 
would seek no display or personal adyantage 
out of the power lie might have. He would 


not wish to pull down or build up one faction | 


of the party at the expense of the other; in- 
deed, he has taken no part in the quarrels 
within the party which have disfigured its 
record since the election of 1880. He'was an 
original Blaine man, but he has always re- 
mained on good terms with Conkling. He 
was the intimate friend of Garfield, but he 
has given a cordial and ungrudging support 
to President Arthir. 

On the tariff question Senator Allison was 
formerly an advanced revenue-reformer, but 
his views have undergone some modification, 
as Garfield’s did. Ile recognizes the fact 
that immense interests have grown up under 
the artificial system of bounties created by 
the prohibitory tariff, and that the Govern- 
ment owes it to those who have made in- 
vestments under it to introduce changes 
cautiously and gradually. He would be 
obedient to the decrees of the party in this 
respect, and would accept the will of Con- 
gress as conelusive upon him. 

It is still a longtime before the nominating 
convention will be held, and no candidate’s 
chances can be promoted by a public canvass 
of his merits, itis because we do not con- 
sider Senator Allison a regular candidate for 
the nomination, and feel assured that he will 
never allow himself to be put forward as 
one, that we have noticed briefly some of the 
reasons why, if he should be nominated as 
Garfield was, without previous solicitation 
by him or his friends, the party would be 
fortunate in the choice. 

THE APPROACHING EGYPTIAN DANGER. 

The Rey. Dr. Henry W. Ladd, of Connecti- 
cut, who has but just returned from London, 
has contributed to the New York Independ- 
ent a very interesting sketch of Mohammed 
Achmet, who has made such a stir in the 
world by proclaimmg himself the successor 
to Mohammed the Great, and who is a more 
bitter and powerful rebel against the Khe- 
dive’s authority than even Arabi Bey himself. 
Like the latter, the story of his birth and his 
rapid rise is full of remance. He was born 
in Dongola, on the Nile, andin his youth was 
a carpenter and boatbuilder. He first be- 
caine celebrated by entering upon a religious 
life, and, after the usual custom, withdrew 
to the large island of Abbas, south of Khar- 
toum, where he secluded himself and gaye up 
his time to religious meditations. Followers 
rapidly gathered around him, and he pro- 
claimed himself the expected Prophet, who 
had been announced in some of the sacred 
writings of Islam, and singularly enough his 
appearance exactly corresponded with the 
mysterious being announced, even to bodily 
defects. He and his mission were proclaimed 
all over the country, and followers literally 
flocked to his standard. ‘The secret enemies 
of the Khedive in Khartoum helped him, and 
at last his movements became so formidable 
that a force was sent to dislodge him and 
disperse his followers. Dr. Ladd says: 


These men were badly managed, and, although 
they were armed with the best make of Rem- 
ington rities, while Mobammed Achmet and bis 
band bad only their spears, they were killed one 
after the other as fust as they ianded, tiliinot 
one of 18) was left. Nota shot was tired. it 
was a slaughter like the sticking of so Many pigs. 
The steamer, with its crew and one or two ofii- 
cers, escaped back to Khartoum with the sad 
news. Of course, after this exploig, Mohammed 
Achmet knew that it would not do for him with 
bis present forees to remain where be was. He 
therefore gathered together all his following, 
men, women, and children, cattle and provis- 
ions, crossed the Nile to the west bank, and fled 
to a wild mountain called Gebil Gedir, "200 miles 
southwest of the Island of Abbas, and about 
ninety miles northwest of the penai colony and 
military station of Fashoda. Here in an easily 
defended and almost inaccessibie mountain be 
took up his abode. The Baggara Arabs now be- 
gan to fock to his standard in great numbers. 
This large tribe is noted for its resticss, lawless, 
uoruly spirit. The Baggaras were the tormer 
siave-hunters of the Waite Nile, and no doubt 
dreams of the return of the old times ot plunder 
and bioodshed were not wanting. The present, 
at least, was an opportunity that suited them, 
and they determined to take advantage of it. 


Flushed with the success which continual- 
ly waited upon his moveménts, and encour- 
aged by the vast numbers who came flocking 
to his standard, he declared open rebellion 
against the Egyptian authority in the Son- 
dan, that vast and rich region lying between 
the Desert and the Equator, and stretching 
almost across Africa. The Egyptian Goy- 
ernment sent its troops against him, but 
they were defeated in every encounter, and 
in the last battle an army of 10,000 Egyp- 
tians was almost annihilated, 3,000 being 
killed, 2,000 captured, the remainder dis- 
persed in every direction, and a rich store of 
provisions, camels, cannon, | Remington rifles, 
and other war material fallinginto the False 
Prophet’s hands. His constant successes 
have inspired the belief among the fanatical 
Arabs that he is the real successor of the 


Prophet, and“he is now at the head of an‘ 


army of thousands of them, not very well 
armed, but brave, fierce, and bloodthirsty, 
as fanatics always are. Men whoare prom- 
ised Ileaven and houris. when they die, 
and additional delights in Heaven for 
every infidel they kill, are apt to 
fight fiereely and hurl themselves upon death 
without fear, and this is the way Mohammed 
Achmet’s legions fight. He is now the abso- 
lute and unopposed master of the Soudan, 
with a powerful force at his command, and 
the Egyptian troops, who have never yet 
shown much courage, will no longer consent 
to meet him in the field. His rebellion 
against the Khedive was not without good 
cause. The people of the Soudan were in a 
desperate condition of poverty and misery, 
owing to the oppression and tyranny of ofii- 
cials, the high taxes, and the confiscation of 
produce by Government monopolies. ‘To 


such a people the appearance of the victo-| 


rious Mohammed Achmet was like that of a | 
lleaven-sent deliverer, and the entire coun- | 


try rallied to his support and recognized him 
as the true Caliph, while the fierce tribes of 
tanatics by thousands joined his ranks as 
soldiers, inflamed with religious zeal and en- 
thusiasm. 

Adherents to his cause are not confined to 
the Soudan. Hisfame has spread rapidly over 
the whole Mohammedan world, even to 
India, and has made a wide division in the 


ranks of the faithful, not only in Egypt but | 
_ particularly in the neighborbood of Cannes, 


in Asia Minor, in Turkey, and in India. 
Among the distinguished converts is Arabi 
Bey himself, and itis now reported that he 
is waiting to effect a junction between. his 
forces and those of Mohammed Achmet, a 
report which seems to be confirmed by the 
fact thathe is advancing northward, and at 
last accounts was about 300 miles distant 
from Cairo, at the head of an immense army 
of fanatics. Should they succeed in uniting 
their forces and spread the flame of holy war, 
the struggle might agen me ER fierce 
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one, and Hr: England in pie ewer ogg 
nations not yet prepared for in India as well 
asin Egypt. Both these leaders seem to 
have a strong influence over their followers, 
and both are men of more than ordinary 
ability and masters in the art of cunning, du- 
plicity, and strategy which characterize 
Orientals. They may be overcome, and 
probably wiil bein the end, but they are 
elements in the situation which it is not well 
to ignore, and though they themselves may 
be defeated, they may light the flames of a 
long ahd widespread war. 
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IN answer to several inquiries as to the 
value of rowing, riding, walking, tricycling,

cricket. Despite the running involved in the 
game, four cricketers out of five have badly-de- 
veloped chests.

GEN. SKOBELEFF’s ideas of the future of 
Russia were drawn up by him shortly before his 
death in a memorandum, which has now been 
puDdlished, partly as follows: 


The political and military ideas which must tn— 


future form oh a of our policy are those by 
which lL have bee uided, remembering, as I 
did, the solemn ane soft the late Eto ror ad- 
dressed to me before starting for the 'lekke ex- 
pedition. To my mind the Central Asian ques- 
tion is perfectly clear and simple. If it do not 
enable us in a eg a short time to 
take seriously in hand Eastern ques- 
tion itseif, why the Asiatic hide is not worth 
the tanning. I venture to think that sooner 
Or later Kussian statesmen will recognize the 
fact that Kussia must have the Bos us; thas 
upon this depends not only ber greatness but ber 
very security from invasion, and, by implica- 
tion, the development of ber manufacturing 
and commercial centres. No one, I suppose, wiil 
dispute that so long a8 we are weighed down by 
the Polish and West Russian questions, all regu- 
lar progress, in the truly national sense of the 
word, will be extremely difficult. At present, in 
spite of the blood that we bave red forth, all 
our trontiers are open to hostile attacks, com- 
pelling us to maintain an immense army; while 
the Polish difficulty, thanks to the complications 
arising from the Austro-German alliance, keeps 
usina perpetual state of siege. Not until spe 
dominates the Bosphorus can Russia make an 
irrevocable Finis Polonta@. 


GLADSTONE has his Copperheads at home 
to contend with. Here is the way the London 
Standard (Tory) keeps up a fire in the rear: 

Had we a Conservative Cabinet, were Tory 
Jingoes the masters of our fate, then, of course, 
no explanation would be required. it would be 
the most. natural thing in the world that we 
sbould have “entered the conference with 
shotted guns,” that we should be threaten- 
ing Egypt. defying Turkey, and alarming 
Europe. But we still live under the dical 
dispensation; we stillare ruied by the peace- 
loving stateswen who “sceuttied” out of 
Afghanistan; we still have the advantage of 
looking up to rulers whosaved us from the ex- 
pense of having to vindicate the sovereignty of 
the Queen’s Government after Majuba Hill. It 
is not unnatural, therefore, for the nation to 
feei that itisa little unex pected that we should 
tind ourselves talking of nothing but naval and 
military preparations, doing nothing but mus- 
tering regiments and counting ironciads, and 
waiting for nothing but the reverberation of the 
first cannon-sbot tired by curselves. Mankind 
were told long ago not toexpect eagles to give 
birth to doves. But here we see something very 
like the converse of that operation. Sucking 
doves have suddenly taken to conducting them- 
selves like vultures. 


REPEATED false alarms do not yet prevent 
a large part of the British public from eying 
suspiciousfy and handling gingerly apy unex- 
pected package which the expressman may 
bring them. A parcel received not long ago at 
Chatsworth, the seat of the Duke of Devonshire, 
being supposed to contain Fenian explosives, 
was turned overto the police to open; when 
they had cautiously uncovered it piecenreal, it 
was found to be filled with specimens of silver 
ore. The other day some boxes were discovered 
in a railway carriage, during the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to Bradford; they were prompt- 
ly announced to be infernal machines, but on 
taking apart the cases, the contents proved to 
be fireworks, presumably intended for his honor. 
These instances are not so ludicrous as the 
previous one of a package sent to a member of 
the British Goverument from a foreign country, 
whose infernal character smelt to heaven. This 
dangerous box was sent to Woolwich, and there 
the expert mechanicians of the Government un- 
screwed it, when to their eyes was revealed a 
specimen of Peruvian guano.

Maaic photographs, in which the image is 
depictéd by tobacco-smoke, have been lately 
supplied in various tobacco-sboops on the Eu- 
ropean Continent. A cigarét mouthpiece is pro- 
vided, and with it are some white photograpbic 
papers about the size of a postage-stamp. One 
of the latter is placed over a lateral orilice in 
the mouthpiece, and a sliding piece drawn over 
it. After smoking, one finds the image on tne 
paper. La Nature explains the process. A 
small photograph prepared on chloride of silver 
paperas usual, but without intensifying, is put 
in a solution of bichloride of mercury, where it 
pales and disappears. The bicbloride of mer- 
cury cbanges the photograph partly into whire 
chioride of silver, and partly into prutocbloride 
of mercury, also white, making the image invis- 
ibic. The image may be brougbt buck by 
action of hypochioride of soda, or of ammoni- 
acal vapors. Tobacco-smoke, as containing the 
latter, does very well. The principle of magic 
photographs was indicated by Herschei in 1840.

THE WAGNERIAN FESTIVAL. 
Spectal Cuble. 
Bayreutu, July 2.—Everything looks 
well for the great festival tomorrow. King 
Luis of Bavaria arrived today, and the town 


is full of the musical celebrities of Ger- | 


amateurs, composers, and  per- 
formers. The iist of distinguished ar- 
rivals is jarge. There are few royal 
visitors compared with those of 1876, 
The principal visitor so faris the Hereditary 
Grand Duke Wiemar, but others are ex- 
pected later. Many well-known artists are 
here. Liszt has been here some days, and 
besides him are Brahm of Brussels, Eugene 
LD’ Albert the young pianist, Franz Rummel, 
Neumann the tenor of the 1876 festival, 
Adolph Fischer, the violoneellist, besides a 
host of lesser lights. 
THE FRENCH DEPUTATION 

is very strong. Among them are Saint 
Saenus, Massenet, Des Libes, and L’ Amour- 
eaux. Others equally well known will prob- 
ably arrive tomorrow. The English contin- 
gent is expected tomorrow, and also many 
Americans. All the notabilities here, 
including the King, have been received by 
Wagner as though they had come to do him 
hoinage;. not as though he were a subject. 

BAYREUTH 18 WAGNER'S DOMAIN, 
liis sway here is absolute and despotic.

Liszt, who stood by | listening, 
smiled. “Ah,” sald Wagner, catching the 
expression of good-humored criticism, “ You 
must excuse me for singing so bailly. 1 did 
pot practice my solfeggios this morning,” 
and with that he laughed heartily. 
WHAT SHALL I SAY 
of this grand rehearsal? My faith and abid- 
ing impression of the music is not only that 
itis full of effects. but that the effects are 
marvelously beautiful. Of the perfarmers I 
cannot speak too highly. Frau Materna, of 
course,sang Kundry, Winekelmann farsifal, 
Reichmann Amfortas, Kindermann Titurei, 
and Hill Klingsohr. Of course, 1 need not 
say that they all saved themselves carefully 
for the public performance, but they nade it 
plain that the performance tomorrow will be 
superb. Allare in capital voice, and al! the 
voices are capital. The work of 
THE ORCIIESTRA 

was grandly done under the direction of 
Loewe, of Munich. The scenic effects are 
very tine. There are no wings and flies, but 
every detailis worked out. Instead of hav- 
ing in the forest seene the trees 
and shrubs painted on the side 
scenes, there are artificial trees -and 
shrubs on the stage, The transformation 
from the forest to the castle of the Holy 
Grail is managed by sliding all the scenes on 
the stage, aml by successive .setiings toward 
one side of great beauty, the eifect of which 
is that Gurnemauz and Parsifal appear to 
be watking through the wmagie garden. 
Nothing could be lovelier. The tlowe.-naid- 
ens are clad in flesh-colored tricot, which 
gives them the appearance of 

WEARING ABSOLUTELY NOTHING 
more than Makart’s dainsels of Antwerp 
in his picture of the “Entry of Charles V.,”’ 
excepting girdles of foliage about their 
waists and garlands of soft roses on their 
heads. In this scene Frau Materna, as 
Kundry, is clad in white gauze,embroidered 
with gold over a flesi-colored tricot. 

A SUPPER 

was given this evening to the artists, at the 
restaurant near the Wagner Theatre. Wag- 
ner himself presided, with all the prominent 
artists at his table. -With him were also 
seated, at the same table, Liszt, the famous 
Countess Schieinitz (to whose liberality the 
production of the “ Ring of the Nibelungen”’ 
anit Parelfal is largely owing. The chief 
members of the Verwallungsrath, the Mayor 
of Bayreuth, and other local characters.

An American Newspaper Denounced by 
the Archbishop of Quebec, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Montreal, July 25.—On Sunday last Arch- 
bishop Taschereau, of Quebec, caused to be 
read in all the churches of hig diocese a pas- 
tora] letter denouncing the principal French 
newspaper of the United States, Le Courrter 
dvs Etats Unis, and forbidding it being read 
by Catholics, tnder pain of incurring the se- 
vere displeasure of the church. The 
Courrier has many readers among the 
French Canddians, and its expurga- 
tion may prove a_ serious blow to 
the business of the paper. Several Canadian 
newspapers have, before now, been placed 
under the baw, but this is the first instance 
» which a newspaper published in the 
United States has been denounced by Cana- 
dian eccieslastieal authority. As soon as the 
3ishop of Montreal returns from his pastoral! 
visit, he will ddubtiess follow the example 
of his superior jn Quebec, and the other Bish- 
ops of the province may do likewise. The 
cause of the Arrhbishop’s displeasure Is said 
to be the publication of the correspondence 
of Eguillard,;) who claimed to be 
a Libre Penseur, The inandament 
denouncing the newspaper isa lengthy doc- 
ument. After teviewing the evils resulting 
from the reading of bad newspapers, the 
Archbishop watns his flock to “ eschew those 
books or newsphpers that the spirit of dark- 
ness seeks to scatter everywhere. Suffer not 
to enter into your dwellings these deadly 
poisons, lest your children stretch forth their 
hands towards the Iniquities. Lately a jour- 
nai named Le Courier des Etats Unis, pub- 
lished in New York, has been brought under 
our notice as containing infamous novels, 
which journal, unhappily, has too great a 
circulation amongst the Catholic population 
of Quebec and) a few country parishes. 
We have exaniined for ourselves some 
numbers of the publication, and have been 
convinced that the father of a family cannot 
conscientiously jread this journal himself, 
and still less ailow it to meet the eyes of jis 
children: Therein are some of those things 
whereot the Apostie Paul says: ‘They 
should be held) in such horror amongst 
Christians that they may not even be men- 
tioned amongst them.’ And he gives as a 
reason for it: ‘That we are all called to be 
saints: for, understand well that he who 
becomes guilty of these turpitudes renders 
himself unworthy of one day enjoying 
that divine inheritance which Christ merited 
ror us by Lis sufferings. Let no one,’ farther 
says this great apostle, ‘allow himself to be 
seduced by these writings, for for such sins 
did the anger of God descend on the chil- 
dren of incredulity and disobedience.’ The

The Laval University Question Agtitat- 
ing the Quebec Catholics, 
Special Dispatch to The Chieago Tribune. 

MONTREAL, July 25.—The question of the 
statutes of Laval University is again ecaus- 
ing considerable commotion in Cathelie cir- 
cles here. Laval |University was founded 
over 200 years agp by the first Bishop of 
Quebec, after whom it was named. It ob- 
tained a charter from the Crown of Great 
Britain before the foundation of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, and established branches and 
affiliate colleges throughout the Quebec dis- 
trict. The teachings of Laval have generally 
been regarded as liberal in tone as 
distinguished from those of the Ultra- 
montane schools. | About two years ago 
the Governors of ILaval undertook to estab- 
lish a branch medical school in the City of 
Montreal, and application was made to the 
Provincial Legislature for the necessary 
amendments to their charter. The proposi- 
tion was, however, fiercely opposed by the 
Montreal School of |Medicine, who claimed 
that the establishment of a branch bf the 
Laval school would be ruinous to their busi- 
ness, and also that the local Legislature nad 
no power to extend or amend a royal char- 
ter. Failing in their efforts to prevent the 


massage of the aet the opponents of 
aval appealed to the ‘atican to 
revent the establishment ot the 
ranch. Though the name of the Montreal 
School of Medicine was used, it soon became 
evident that the prime instigatorsof opposition 
were the ultra Catholic party. Agents were 
dispatched to Rome) by both parties.

The Arch- 
bishop of Quebec and Bishop Fabre, of 
Moutreal, who strongly support the claims of 
Laval, sume time ago Toveus po silence oppo- 
sition by forbidding the discussion of the 
question in the newspapers, The Dominion 
Executive possesses, upder the constitution, 
the puwer to disallow kny act of the Provin- 
cial Legislature, but itis not believed that 
the veto power will in this instance be exer- 
cised, ‘he Government of Ottawa is 
dependent upon We support of the 
Freneh Cataolic population, and ean- 
not «afford to interfere in such a 
matter.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Mr. Thomas Indulges in a Night of 
Wagner's Music. 

Last night was composers’ night at the 
Exposition Building, and the composer se- 
lected t6 give a title to the evening’s concert 
was Richard Wagner. The program, in 
fact, was all Wagner, without the slightest 
variation. On Beethoven, Schumann, or 
Mozart nights the audience finds one divis- 
ion of the three into which the program is 
devoted to some important work by the com- 
poser whose name characterizes the evening. 
Out of nine or ten numbers not more than 
two or three are written by the author se- 
lected: these are generally masterpieces il- 
lustrating the composer’s best style, 
and the remaining pieces are mis 
cellaneous in character and divided among 
different musical writers. But on “ Wagner” 
night Mr. Thomas exults in the chance to 
make others victims to his Wagnerphobia, 
and the program is therefore all Wagner, 
pure and unadultetated—beginning, middle, 
andend! There is a pardonable tendency to 
recall the saying of the Duke in “Patience” 
in regard to candy! It is not because Ms 
Thomas has no other opportunity of preach- 
ing Wagner that he was so exclusive last 
night, because this pet composer figures in 
some form or other on every program pre- 
pared for the five weeks of concerts. It is 
not because Mr. Thomas desires to make 
his audience acquainted with the latest 
fruits of the maestro’s genius, and to 
reproduce heré the newest of _ the 
great music-painhter’s composition. Not so! 
every number on last night’s program has 
been heard before, and, with a single-excep- 
tion, more than once; and two or three of the 
longer numbers will be repeated this week 
and next. Oneof them is the principal se- 
lection to be found on the program for this 
night. Itis not that Mr. Thomas desires to 
win converts by making extra efforts in the 
production of familiar pieces, for the orches- 
tra is the same, and plays with no greater 
pertection of finish than it did the night be- 
fore. Mr. Thomas is riding a hobby, and 
while he does not believe an audience would 
be patient during an evening devoted en- 
tirely to Beethoven, Mozart, Mendelssohn, 
or Schumann, he compels them, bongré 
malgré, to take a three hours’ dose of Wag- 
ner, and thus puts in enough everlasting 
brass and sounding cymbals to atone for auy 
deficiencies in that line on past evenings. 
Now be it understood, we are not intending 
to revive any discussions about Wagner’s 
merits as a musician or the grandeurs of 
his music or his proper sphere and all that 
sort of thing; nor is there any call for any 
school-girl gush or mock sentimentality 
in the form of indignant communications 
and- all that sort of thing. We have as 
sincere an admiration for Wagner as his 
fanatical devotees profess. But .Wagner is 
a study rather than a recreation. To under- 
stand and appreciate his music it is neces- 
sary to keep before your eyes a painting, 
and to follow the master-musician as he 
develops orturns the story of the picture 
into music. Without the story much 
of the music sounds meaningless, and 
to carry on and  =attend to both 
unremittingly is unsatisfactory and unneces- 
sary,as Well as unusually arduous, because 
whatis presented is fragmentary and dis- 
connected, These concerts should bring be- 
fore us that which is newest and best, and 
thus serve an educational purpose as well as 
to give pleasure to the auditors. And great 
as is our admiration for Wagner and pleas- 
ant as itis to trace his influence and brains 
in the work of local and other composers, 
we consider that the program last night was 
tiresome and unnecessarily lacking in fresh- 
ness and attractiveness. THe audience was 
not as large a one as was expected, and came 
straggling in during the evening. It wasa 
good house but not a large one. 

There was one number on the program 
which has not been heard here more than 
once or twice, and may be considered rela- 
tively at least as new. That was the selection 
from ** Tristan and Isolde,”’ which is to be re- 
peated, by the way, on Thursday night. 
This operg itself is less likely to find general 
favor than “The Meistersinger,” which it 
anutedaies in time of composition. ‘Lhe music 
was completed in 1859, but the opera was 
first produced in 1865 by Von Bilow at | 
Munich, and since then has been repeated at 
many of the most important German opera- 
houses. The*old legend of “Tristan and 
Isolde’’ is tolerably familiar, the plot turn- 
ing on the attempt of two lovers—one the 
bride of another—to take a death draught 
and getting a powerful love potion by. mis- 
take. In the end both lovers succeed in dy- 
ing when it would have been pleasant and 
profitable for them to live, and the second | 
movement of the two given last night typifies | 


In part Isolde’s singing her death-song over | 


the body of Tristan. Without the closest | 
attention to the sentiment the music is al- 

most uninteliigibie. In the first movement 

and also in the second the leading | 
theme or “leit-motif,” is very similar to a_ 
strain occurring once or twice in the “ Tann- | 
hiiuser ” Bacchanale, which was first on the | 
program last night. In fact the entire score | 
of the operaof “ Tristan and Isolde ” is based | 
on afew principal and simpje themes, and 

judging from the two numbers last night it| 
isa work of great emotional force. It has | 
been called Wagner’s masterpiece, and for 

that very reason the greater part of the mu- 

sic is ineffective in the concert-room. The 

composition is much more serious in char- 

acter than were the selections from ‘The 

Meistersinger,” which followed those from 

“ Tristan and Isolde.” The other numbers 

played have all been heard often before— 

and will be again.

Among the building permits fssued yester- 
day was one to Henry Beekerman to erecta 
three-story dwelling, No. 23 Granger street, to 
cost $4,500; gue to C. D. Talcott to erect a two- 
story dwelling, No. 231 Thirtieth street, to cost 
$5.000; one to M. Gunderson, to erect two tbhree- 
story tee No. 46 Park street, to cost $6,000 
and one to iD. V. Thomas, to erect a two-story 
dwelling, No, 902 Warren avenue, to cost $3,000, 

The Mayor says, in reference to the Expo- 
sition matter, that the company ought to pay a 
fair rental. He would say nothing, however, as 
to what the rental should be, nor wil he say 
anything further on the subject until the Coun- 
cil bas actéd; but whatever the rental is he 
thinks it ought to be applied to beautifying 
Lake Park, holding that the land occupied by 
the Exposition can only be reuted for park pur- 
poses. He expressed the same views months 
ago. 

While the underwriters are constantly 
compiaining' about violations of the building 
ordinance. the Building Department says that 
their ugent, who is clothed witb all the authority 
of a Building Inspector, has so far failed to 
commence a/siugie prosecution.

The Mayor expresses himself as heartily 
in favor of Aid. Ryan's proposition to redistrict 
the wards, ahd bangs to his old opinion that in 
the redistricting the river should not serve asa 
dividing line as it now does. The wards, he 


thinks, should be so arranged that they would 
contain a population of from 28,000 to 45.000 
each, and in the arrangemeoat he would advise 
the outiying wards be put off with the 
sinallest population, which would allow them to 
grow and equalize themselves. Nothing wiil be 
done in the fatter, he thinks, until after the 
fall elecuon. 


The Law Department furnished the Com- 
missioner of Public Works yeste:iday with an 
opinion to the effect that not more than two 
feet of the sidewalk could be cut a wav for the 
purpose of getting eotrance to basements, and 
that the encroachment of steps on the sidewalk 
more than two feet was iilewal. The opinion 
was calied forth by an applicution to use a 
larger amount of the sidewalk for a basement 
entrance, and it is important from the fact that 
if itislaw and ao attempt is made to enforce 
it, four-nfths of the basements in the city will 
be practically closed up, and many of the steps 
wili have to be removed. 


There has been any amount of complaints 
the last few duys about the old-time -stinks, 
which afe supposed to have emenated from the 
factories in ttridgeport and the Town of Lake. 
Monday e®ening they were unbearable, and per- 
sons going south after 8 o'clock report that the 
foul odors were so condensed that they could be 
cut with a kpite, and that they were so sicken- 
ing that passengers had to leave the cars to 
avoid admitting the superiority of the 
stinks over the strength of their 
stomachs. Commissioner De Wolf was 
talked to on the subject yesterday, 
ang hie was free to acknowledge that the story 
had not bee overdrawn. His wife, he said, had 
been a victim to the noxious odors, and had 
vomited fredly on account of them: Dut be was 
of the opinidn that the discomfiture came from 
the brickyatds along the South Fork rather 
than the old-time stink-factories. He bad been 
watching the unpleasamtness, he said, for sev- 
eral nigbta, and to trace the origin of the stinks 
bad caused ali of the fertilizing establishments 
to close dow Monday ,evenuing. Before this he 
had thought, with the public, that the 
odors came from that quarter, but since 
the stinks were even worse with their 
being closed up he had concluded 
that it was the brick-yards in that locality 
which bad been giving the troubie. And to 
make good bis position he explained that the 
— are using the clay dredged from the South 

‘ork, whichis saturated with animal matter, 
and that the moment heat is applied to a kiln of 
brick made from this materiala terrible stench 
arises, which is wafted over the city—a more 
noxious stench than the fertilizing estabish- 
ments ever produced in their palmiest days. He 

had a consultation with Commissioner Cregier 
during the day as to how to remedy the 
troubie, and the question at once pre- 
sented was whether it was not  0better 
to bear with the difficulty temporarily than to 
take any harsh steps. They agreed that they 
could probatily enjoin the brick manufacturers 
from using this particulur kind of clay, on the 
ground that they were creating a nuisance, but 
the wisdom of such a move was debatable, to 
say the least; Then, again, they discussed the 
condition of the South Branch, agreeing that it 
was possibly tributary to the nuisance: and also 
that, since sOme of the factories thereabouts 
were using the water trom the river for steam 
purposes, vaporization’ wes adding to the 
trouble. Thé result of the conference was that 
it was agreed to reverse the pumps at the Ful- 
lerton avenue conduit, So as to pump from the 
river into thé lake, whieh bus been done. This, 
they thougbt, would correct the condition of the 
river very mijterialiy ina few days, and if the 
odors are not abated by the end of the week the 
use of the noxious clay—the principal cause of 
the nuisance—will probably be forbid as a last 
resort.

Stocks Opened Strong Again, but 
Closed Weak. 


The Reaction Said to Have Been 
Fostered by the Bulls. 


The Produce Markets Unsettied, but with a 
Narrower Range of Prices—Pro- 
visions Dull but Firm.

pressed by Big Receipts, Closing Steady 
Barley Weak. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened strong, but met heavy realizing 
sales, which forced a deciiné. There were large 
orders to buy at every considerable reaction, 
and the downward movement was not abie to 
make any great headway. A good many con- 
servative brokers advised their customers to 
take their profits, not because they saw signs of 
a bear market, but because a considerable re- 
action was almost certain to occur after the 
very strong advance that has taken place. New 
York advices stated that leading bulls continued 
to work for a reaction in order to shake out 
weak holders. There was an impression that 
Keene has been using Gould's brokers to seli 
stocks. Fifteen thousand shares of Rochester & 
Pittsburg were suld against subscriptions. The 
depression of the market i¢ expected to con- 
tinue for a-day or two longer, after which prices 
will be advanced 8 as to go at least 2 per cent 
higher by Saturday night than the highest fig- 
ures which have been made this week. The pro- 
gram has been carefully prepared and is lib- 
erally advertised.

An aécident might and 
sooner or ater will make the public desire to 
sell allatonce. These perils, however, do not 
appear to be imminent. A great effort was 
made last week to bring abowut a considerabie 
reaction. It looks as though manipulators had 
given up the idea of further reaction until 
after another wave in the general advance.

Drowning of a Well-Known Chicago 
Printer. 

On the arrival yesterday morning at this port

A search for May was 
instituted, but no trace of him save his hat 
could be found. He had evidently gotten up 
and gone out on the guaras, where he either had 
another fit and fell overboard, or, crazed by suf- 
fering, bad jumped overboard. The steamer 
was stopped and every effort made by the offi- 
cers to get asight of the unfortunate man, but 
nothing was Been of him. May was well known 
in this city, having worked for many years on 
the Inter-Ocenn. Of late be has been in very 
bad health and very despondent. Should 
his body come ashore it can be easily 
identified from papers on his person. Among 
the papers, it is believed, is a letter from Gen. B. 
. Butier relating toa pension which May was 
endeavoring to get from the Government, hav- 
ing been in the service during the late War.

HYDROGEN LOCOMOTIVE. 


Holland’s Reply to Delafontaine. 
To the Editor of The Chicago! Tribune, 

New York, July 22.—I was not a little 
amused on reading in your valuable paper of 
the 19th inst. a communication from 
wonderfully erudite and astute | chemist, Mr. 
Delafontaine, upon the “Iiydrogen Loco- 
motive” and my claims, and ‘beg to reply 
briefly. And; as the larger portion of his 
criticism is made up of abstract statements, 
without data, 1 will give statements of facts 
which are susceptibly of demonstration. 

First, then, the hydrogen atid oxygen of 
one pound of water in burning evolve 575 
units of heat. No results ever yet reached 
ina locomotive-boiler have exceeaed seven 
units of heat utilized from a pound of the 
best anthracite coal. At this rate 16,500 
pounds of coal will yield 119,600 units of 
heat, and no more, which equals the heat 
evolved from 207 pounds of water, instead of 
eighfeen tons, as he has it, 

Again: it is not true, as he states, that 
12,000 pounds of carbon are required to de- 
compose even his eighteen tons of water. 
On the contrary, in my process-—which, by 
the way, he knows nothing about—there is 
practically no waste of carbon in the process 
of dissociating of the water’s gases. And I 
beg to inform this learned scientist they are 
not dissociated at all by heat-force. 

Every pound of naphtha contains twenty- 
two units of heat, and in my process every 
unit is evolved and utilized; but the disso- 
ciating agent is purely che mical force, which 
practically costs nothing, or |at least the 
merest trifle. The 120 gallons of paphtha 
used—as per your statement, to which he 
takes exception—yields in my process their 
full measure of 15,540 units of heat. The 
chemica! foree for dissociating the water’s 
gases is obtained by heating the naphtha, or 
oil, to 400 centigrade ; and, as the steam 
comes in contact with it at a temperature 
210 degrees, there remain but [90 degrees of 
heat to be evolved which costs anything, and 
is all radiated within the

boiler’s furnace, entirely surrounded by 
water. 

Again: please allow me to ask this learned 


scientist how he knows that 4,000 pounds of 
hydrogen would be required to equal the 
stated amount of coal. Let us go to his 
books. Dulang says one pound of hydrogen 
contains 62,533 units of heat, while Faure 
and Silbermann place it at 62,082 units, and 
Despretz at 12,906 units: Laplace places it at 
42,120 units, and Clement at 39807. We see 
by this how very exact “ the books ” are: 
yet his deductions do not agree with 
er of the above ** authorities. 

Y Agnial: in his statement of the amount of 
earbon required to dissociate’ the water- 
gases, are we to understand that the carbon 
is to be burned to an oxide or an acid?—for, 
according to Faure ana Silbermann, one 
pound of carbon burning to earbonic acid 
yields 14,544 units of heat, while one pound 
of varbon burning to carbonic oxide yields 
but 4,453 units of heat. And does he know 
Ww or ad l burn the carbon to an uxide or an 
aci 

Again: can the learned chemist give cor- 
rectly the degree of heat necessary for manu- 
facturing water-hydrogen? Is it the original 
standard of ** the books,” according to Dal- 
ton, of &, degrees, and burning again at 
the same ‘degree of heat? Or is it, according 
to later authorities, at 4,100 degrees; or, ac- 
cording to still later authorities, at 1,300 de- 
gress: or, as determined quite recently by 
Prof, Ackerman and Mr. C. G. Dahleras, of 
tne Stockholm School of Mines, at 400 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, 

And now, Mr. Editor, please allow me to 
ask this learned scientist one or two ques- 
tions which are important in this connec- 


tion: 

First—W hat number of heat-units is neces- 
sary to raise the teraperature of 900 gailons 
of water from 39 degrees (barometer at 30) to 
a pressure of 60 pounds per square inch, ina 
52-inch boiler, 19 feet long ? 

Second—How many units of heat per mile 
would be expended running said engine and 
boilers at the rate of thirty-five miles per 
hour, drawing a full loaded sixty-passenger 
car, and increasing the steam-pressure to - 
pounds per square inch ? 

Third—What number of heat-units can be 
obtain in burning twelve gallons of naphtha 
by any process or device he is familiar with, 
and that can be applied to a locomotive- 
boilers, or even in his laboratory ? 

Let the learned scientist answers these 
questions—for they can be correctly an- 
swered—and then we will have a basis for 
further discussion. It is an easy matter for 
one who never aspired after knowledge that 
had not been previously thought out and 
given to the world by others, to flout one 
who has been so fortunate as to discover a 
new law tn science, or rather, to discover the 
operations of a very old principle of scien- 
tific law. Pardon me for quoting a sentence 
from a complimentary report recently made 
by one of the most celebrated and profound 
chemists in this country, who was employed 
by capitalists to investigate my fire—viz.: 
“lis claims ‘are ee by facts; he 
has vurned over a new lea in science.”

MRS. WELDON. 


A Queer Woman, and Her Remarkable 
Relations with Gounod. 
New York World. 

A curious and not particulatly edifying 
case has been up before the London courts 
again, the well-known Mrs. Georgina Wel- 
don having sued for a restitution of conjugal 
rights and obtained a decree. Her husband 
had alleged misconduct on her part, but find- 
ing that evidence would be lacking on a trial, 
he withdrew his defense. Mrs, Weldon 
made her usual scene in court, loudly ex- 
pressing her disgust that the case should be 
“hushed up,” and endeavoring to get a lot 
of names before the public, until Sir James 
Hannen grew angry and ordered her to 
“hold her tongue and ieave the box.” 

Mrs. Weldon, as Miss Treherne, married in 
1860 Capt. William Henry Weldon. She was 
a vocalist, and after her marriage established 
a sort of musical orphanage for the instrué- 
tion of children in music according to a 
method of her own, and dabbled in Spiritual- 
ism. She lived at Tavistock House in Lon- 
don—where Dickens had dwelt during many 
years—and in order to make it a literary and 
artistic centre she went lion-hunting in May, 
1871, and @aptured Gounod, the composer. 
This capture resulted in one of the most re- 
markabie relations on record. ‘“*He seemed 
to me to be a good angel whom God had 
placed in my way,” she wrote on first meeting 
hiny and she set herself with all her strong 
will and keen wit to captivate the 
author of “ Faust,” who ere long was sign- 
ing himself ** Your Bld papa,” and addressing 
her as “Ma cherie ’’ and ** My dear little df&r- 
ling.”’ In the fall of 1871 Gounod gave up his 
family, friends, and country to gv and reside 
at ‘Tavistock House, where Mrs. Weldon first 
became his amanuensis and then took the 
management of his business affairs. When 
Mme. Gounod attempted to intervene, her 
husband insisted that the state of his mental 
and physical health forbade his return to 
Paris, and that while he preserved a profound 
and sincere attachment for her, he would 
never abandon his admirable friends, the 
Weldons. In the fall of 1872 Gounod’s mind 
gave way, and he spent some time in an 
asylum, but on his recovery returned to 
a ee rrr and pooceeees his let- 

rs lis itten,” cheerfully sign him- 
self her “Old Tomeat.’ 4 7 penne

sent hier son over to England as an ambassador 
to rescue his papa.

Gounod brought suit to 
recover his jeopyrights and the scores of 
“ Polyeucte”? and “Georges Dandin,”’ and 
the Weldons retorted by producing an assign- 
ment to them of the property by entering 
action for his board for three years and by 
threatening to burn the scores. Gounod was 
so sure thatthis threat would be carried out 
that he had spent ten months rewriting 
“ Polyeucte *? from memory, when the score 
was mysteriously restored to him. Mrs. Wel- 
don went to Paris ‘and tried to catch him on 
the ‘stage of the Opéra during a rehearsal, 


but his friends hurried him out bya side | 


door. Her husband then separated from her 
and left hdr to carry on her musical 
orphanage, teach music, and sing from 
time to time at London concerts. Once 
he had her/arrested, and she would have 
been contined in a lunatic asylum but for 
a lucky accident—so she averred. He in- 
sisted that site was laboring under a delusion 
—at any rate! this set her to eNXposing the 
abuses of lunatic asylums, lecturing, writing 
letters, and making periodical appearances 
at the police courts. In 1879 she induced the

was sentto Newgate for libeling the well- 
known concert manager, M. Riviére, by 
writing lettets accusing him of sundry pec- 
cadilloes, sugh as being a bigamist, a galley- 
slave, and a forger. During her imprison- 
ment Capt. Welden took possession of Tavis- 
tock louse and expelled the musical or- 
phans. This led to her suit fer a restitation 
of conjugal rights,in the course of which 
she made sundry edifying allegations as to 
her husband’s character and conduct. This 
was her last appearance until the case was 
decided in bye favor on the 13th inst. 


THE RULE OF BARRIOS. 


How a Despotism Can Be Hun in the 
Disguise of a Republic. 
Correspondence New York World, 

GUATEMALA, July 4.—Now that Gen. Bar- 
rios is really going to the United States it is 
convenient that the American Government 
and people should know him not as a man 
but as a ruler. 

As regards the internal policy of the Presi- 
dent of Guatemala, I will relate some facts 
which will make known to you the manner 
in which thisiruler interprets and applies the 
liberal principles in the constitutional law of 
his country. | The government of Gen. Bar- 
rios presents & political problem which seems 
as first of difficult solution, but is very easily 
explained if |we consider the elements he 
disposes of | and the means he puts 
in practice. | The Government of Gen. 
Barrios is ja constitutional republican 
Government: but considered such as it is, 
and with the knowledge of his home policy, 
itcan only be called a most complete dic- 
tatorship, surrounded by a thousand Ineci- 


dents of cruelty and despotism. Gen. Bar- 
rios rules by ho law buthis will. The Guate- 
malan people) are accustomed to pay sub- 
missive obedience to tyranny, the heavy 


weight of which they have borne since the 
domination of Carrera—that is to say, for 
forty years. The President of Guatemala is 
a man of quick and violent temper, accus- 
tomed, as he himself asserts, to despise the 
people whoseidestinies he rules, and con- 
vinced by experience, as he affirms, that the 
only means he can use to govern them is 
severity. Forgetting even the respect which 
he owes to hiinself, he willingly makes him- 
self not only the ruler but the executioner of 
Guatemala. henever in his personal and 
private judgment he thinks, with or without 
justice, that he has any motive to reprimand 
any Guatemalan citizen, whether an official 
or private individual, whatever may be his 
political or sorial position, he summons him 
to his office; ‘and then, after stating the mo- 
tive or pretexts of complaint he may have 
against him, before his aide-de-camp, he ad- 
dresses insulting words to him, takes a whip 
and cuts big across the face with it. It fre- 
quently happens that the victim is prostrated 
by the heavy kicks and blows he receives, 
and after suffering submissively such an ig- 
nominious punishment he leaves resigned, 
bearing on tits face the principal marks of 
his shame, and in his heart the conviction 
that only by sSilencecan he hope to escape 


finding himself again in this terrible 
situation. Usually he receives an order 
to present himself again on the 
following (lay before the tyrant. 


This order is faithfully obeyed, and gener- 
ally he is kept waiting for a long time at the 
corridors of the Presidency. After keeping 
him four or fiye hours waiting, intentionally, 
the Presidenticomes out as if by cuuance and 
asks him: ** What do you want?’ and * What 
are you here for?” The unfortunate man 
answers: “Tp obey the order which rou 
were eee to give me yesterday.” ‘This 
second trial over, the citizen withdraws. 
Without going so far back as the dictator- 
ship, since Gen. Barrios called himself con- 
stitutional President, Guatemala has seen 
thus maltreated and humiliated an ex-Min- 
ister, a son of another official of equal stand- 
ing; two attorneys-al-law; a young man 
the owner of real estate and the son of a dis- 
tinguished family; an old man respected for 
his social position and worthy conduct, and, 
lastly, an honest father of a family whose 
crime was thatoneef his daughters had de- 
clined an invitation made to her by the pre- 
fect of one of ‘the Provinces. : Gen. Barrios, 
being unfriendly to the better class of so- 
ciety, upon which he looks with particular 
dislike, he avails himself of any opportunity 
which may present itself to injure decent 
people, Four months ago, in order to de- 
cide a question of disputed rights between a 
man ofsome standing and one of his own 
followers, he ¢onceived the idea of settling 
it by making use of a priest who some time 
before had been the victim of his cruelties 
and who is at present an object ot his hatred. 
He had the priest summoned to the Prest- 
dent’s house, Where the interested parties 
already were, who stated their respective 
claims. This exposition over, Gen. Barrios, 
addressing himself to the priest, said that he 
had sent for him iu order that he should get 
acguainted with the matter, and ordered 
him at once to confess both parties and re- 
veal to him the secret gf the confession in 
order that he might justly decide it, The 
priest, indignant at this order, refused to do 
it, objecting that sach an order was impos- 
sible to be obeyed, and adding that the simple 
statement of the facts was enough to show 
clearly not only the injustice but the bad 
faith and worse intentions with which one 
of the parties had made hisclaim. Notwith- 
standing the President bad the same con- 
viction, a few hours later the true proprietor 
was insulted, ill-treated in the President’s 
house, and ‘obliged to pay an amount of 
money Which he did not owe. Gen. Barrios
